CLAIMS TO HAVE PROOF 


Asserts That United States Has 
Furnished Over 42,000 Men 
to English Army 
in Africa. 


Washington, D. C., April 3.—[Special. ]— 
General Samuel Pearson, who is leading the 
fight to have the British remount station re- 


moved from New Orleans, tonight says he 


has ample proof that the British not only 
have a military camp in the United States 
but have actually impressed a large number 
of men engaged in New Orleans under the 
pretense that they were to act only as mule- 
teers and herders and be given return pas- 
sage on the next ship. General Pearson says 
that one way and another the United States 


has contributed 42,000 men to the British 


army. 


Claims to Have Ample Proof. 


General Pearson has been to New Orleans. : 


to gather proof to substantiate his charges. 
General Pearson made these charges in a 
letter to President Roosevelt, who, he says, 
sent it to Governor-Heard of Louisiana for 
investigation and report. And the latter in 
turn called upon him (Pearson) for proofs. 
General Pearson tonight declared that Amer- 


ica had contributed at least 42,000 men to aid“ 


the British in their fight against the Boers 


and had furnished the British government 


with 201,107 horses and mules. 


Men Impressed by British. 

The men, he declared, consist of muleteers 
shipped from New Orleans, some of whom 
have been compelled to enlist:against the 
burghers, and paid agents and men who are 
sent throughout the country to buy up horses 
and mules. He said there are one British 
General, two Colonels, and sixty Captains 
and Lieutenants in this country now, with 
headquarters at New Orleans.

Convicted Officer Explains. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LON DON, April 8.—A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from Southampton says Lieu- 
tenant Witton, an Australian officer of the 
Bushveldt Carbineers, who was found guilty 
of participating-in the killing of Boer pris- 
oners and sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
arrived there today on the transport Canada 
from south Africa. He was handcuffed and 
closely guarded. 

Lieutenant Witton’s story of the execution 
of Boers as told by him to a passenger on the 
boat differs in many particulars from the 
version printed this morning, which was to 
the effect that the unarmed Boers were exe- 
cuted and their baggage rifled for $100,000, 
which it was said they had in their posses- 
sion. Witton says one of their fellow-officers

REAL “JIM, THE 


YOUNG COLLEGE GRADUATE A 
FORGER AND ESCAPED CONVICT. 
James Edgar Walton, Who Says He Is 
the Son of a Wealthy Brooklyn Ship 
Builder, Confesses to the Police and 
Blames His Knowledge of Chemis- 
try for His Downfalil—Taken Back 
‘to West Virginia to Complete Long 

Sentence. 


A “Jim, the Penman,” in real life was re- - 


vealed yesterday when James Edgar Wai- 
ton, 21 years ald, confessed to a remark- 
able series of forgeries and admitted to the 


- police of the Desplaines Street Station that 


he is an escaped convict with thirteen years 
| yet to serve. 

Young Walton, who declares he is the son 
of Robert H. Walton, a wealthy ship build- 
er of Brooklyn, N. Y., says he is a graduate 
of the Polytechnic College of Baltimore. 
His knowledge of chemistry, he declares, led 
him to become a criminal. 

“ Forgery and check alteration looked so 
easy to me that I could not overcome the 
temptation,’’ the youth said. “ It really was 
easy, too, but ee comes a time—and here 
I am.”’ 

Last night young Walton was faken back 
to Moundsville, W: Va., where he escaped f[f 
from a federal prison several months ago. 
The youth was arrested.in Chicago on Mon- 
day, but until yesterday his identity was not 


known. 
Begins Career of ates: 


“After he left college, Walton says, he fell 
in with Michael Wollen, and together they 
planned a number of successful forgeries. 
Finally, growing more bold, they went to 
Washington, D. C., in quest of bigger game. 

While leaving a Washington ‘bank, in 
which a draft raised from $180 to $6,000 had 
just been cashed, Walton was arrested on de- 
scriptions given by previous victims. He 
was tried arid sentenced to fourteen years in 
the Moundsville penitentiary. 

Ten months later found Walton in the hos- 
pital ward at the prison. He and a life con- 
vict named Burns, both feigning illness, had 
planned to escape. One night their chance 
came, and they climbed through a window 
of the sick ward. Then, sealing the wall, 
they were free. 


Soon a Forger Again. 

Walton asserts that for a time he made an 
effort at reformation, but Wollen, learning of 
his hiding place, again induced him to join 
him. Stella Bendixon, says Walton, was a 
third member of the gang, which devoted 
itself largely to swindling express companies. 
Money orders and drafts for small amounts 
were bought and sent from other cities to 
Chicago. Here they were raised by Walton 
and the money secured by himself and the 
woman. 

Two weeks ago the Bendixon woman and 
Wollen were arrested, the latter tn Louis- 
ville, and on information received from them 
Walton was arrested at 204 West Madison 
street.. Walton’s resemblance to the escaped 
convict was noted, but he would not admit 
his identity. 

The West Virginia authorities were noti- 
fied and yesterday J. H. Williams, an at- 


taché of the prison, arrived in Chicago. He -™ 


identified Walton at once and the prisoner, 
realizing the hopelessness of his position, 


| confessed. Last night the two started back 


to Moundsville. 

In the room where Walton was arrested 
colored inks, dies, chemicals, and other para- 
phernalia for raising checks were found.

in which no acid, alkali, nor chemical has 
been used for the purpose of deodorizing o¢ 
removing rancidity. 

The bill provides for a special tax upon 
manufacturers of process, renovated, and 
adulterated butter of $600 a year, and every 
person who sells these articles is considered

GERMAN DESIGNS ON AMERIvA. 


Poultney Bigelow Says Subjects of the 
Kaiser May Yet Aim at 
| Predominance. 


LONDON, April 4, 3 a. m.—The opening 
sentence of an article dealing with German 
emigration to the United States, contributed 
to the Morning Post by Poultney Bigelow, is 
as follows: Fs 

“To understand the force of the current 
drawing Germany and the United States to- 
gether for good or for ill, we need to under- 
stand the. strange prejudices and hallucina- 
tions that sometimes hurry nations into 
war.” 

Mr. Bigelow estimates one-third of the 
American people to be of German descent, 
and says it is obvious that if any apprecia- 
‘ble portion oAthis number could be united 
‘and ‘organized under German auspices, it | 
‘would prove a nucleus for an important Ger- | 
man state. 

The writer then proceeds to analyze the 
difference in the character of German emi- 
gration, to the United States before and 
since 1870. : 

The war of 1870, says Mr. Bigelow, made 
Germany a great power. With the growth of 
freedom in Germany came the growth of 
the millionaire aristocracy in America, as 
powerful and harmful as anything of its 
kind in Europe. Nowadays, therefore. the 
German emigrants are actuated almost en- 
tirely by a desire for pecuniary gain. They 
live in the United Statés as aliens until they 
accumulate a fortune; they then return to 
the fatherland. 

The Morning Post, referring editorially to 
Mr. Bigelow’s article, says it thinks it may 
help to solve the problem of the motives of 
Prince Henry's visit. to the United States. 
and the paper suggests that the abuse of. 
America by the official German prees is ex-:

cision of the Third Court of Civil Appeals } 


that the Texas anti-trust law is unconstitu- 
tional has proved a severe blow. Theimpor- 
tance of the decision will be appreciated when | 
it is recalled that Texas is the only State 
that has succeeded in making any headway . 
against trusts. For two years the Attorney 
General has been waging war on commer. 
cial combinations and had made it exceed- 
ingly warm for the combinations against 
which the law was aimed. 

The twodecisions furthermore wipe out at 
once the three Texas anti-trust laws passed 
within the last few years. 


Trust Wins Long Fight. . ; 

The Waters-Pierce Oil company, a branch 
of the Standard company, was continually 
embarrassed by the legal representatives of 
Texas, and one of the cases in which a de- 
cision was rendered was that of the Waters- 
Pierce company, upon appeal from McLen- 
non County. 

The other case was that of the Shippers’ 
Compress and Warehouse company, on ap- 
peal from Travis County. In both cases the | 
Court of Civil Appeals affirmed the decision 
of the lower courts, and declared the anti- 
trust acts under which the suits were 
brought to be unconstitutional. 

The suit against the Waters-Pierce Oil 
compamy was brought by the State to recover 
penalties for violation of the anti-trust 
statute of 1899, while the suit against the 
Shippers’ Compress and Warehouse com- 
pany was for the purpose of forfeiting its 
charter for violation of the anti-trust acts of 
1895 and 1899. 

Under these decisions, therefore, all three 
of the anti-trust acts of Texas are uncon- 
stitutional. 

The decision will hasten the consolidation 
of many lumber deaiers in the Kimble com- 
bine, the initial steps looking to which were

LAST HONOR TO 
CECIL RHODES, 


Builder at Cathedral of 
Cape Town. 


Business Suspended, Buildings 
Closed, and Streets Lined 
with Troops. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

, CAPE TOWN, April 3.—The funeral of 
Cecil Rhodes; the most historic ever known 
in south Africa, was held‘this afternoon 
amid every manifestation of public grief. 
The display of mourning emblems was only 
excelled on the occasion of the death of 
Queen Victoria. ; 

In the morning the body of Mr. Rhodes lay 


stood in line waiting their turn to pass the 
coffin, In the afternoon the corpse was re- 
moved to the Cathedral. The coffin, which 
was draped with the tattered Union Jack, 
which belonged to Mr. Rhodes, and with the

‘‘Long Cecil’’ gun carriage, used at the 
siege of Kimberley. 

The streets were lined by troops, who 
saluted the passing cortége. The pall- 
bearers. were Dr. Jameson, Sir John Gordon 
Sprigg, the Premier of Cape Colony, and six 
others. 


Brother Is Chief Mourner. 

The chief mourner was Colonel Frank 
Rhodes, who walked alone and bareheaded, 
followed by the other brothers of the de- 
ceased and representatives of Lord Milner, 
the British High Commissioner, and Sir 
Walter Hely-Hutchison,:the Governor and 
Commandéder-in-Chief of tthe Cape of Good 
Hope. Then came the Judges, military and 
naval @fficials, the representatives of the 
colonies, churches, and Parliament, the 
Mayors, and the staffs of the De Beers and 
the British Chartered South Africa compa- 
nies. 

Conspicuous in the procession were Messrs. 
Merriman, Sauer, and Molteno, former 
Ministers, and a number’ of members of the 
Afrikander bund. 

All business was suspended during the 
funeral and all the public buildings were 
draped in mourning. 


Tribute of the Archbishop. 


The Most Rev. W. W. Jones, Archbishop of 
Cape Town, conducted the funeral. He paid 
an eloquent tftbute to Mr. Rhodes’ sterling 
qualities and good services. Mr. Rhodes, he

It now is over 110.years since that night 
when in one of the smaller theaters of 
Vienna an opera entitled. *“‘ The Magic 
Flute’’ (‘‘ Die Zauberfléte "') was first pro- 
duced, The theater was situated out in the 
suburb of Wieden, outside the city walls, 
and its director was one Emanuel Schick- 
aneder, a comedian and considerable of.a 
ne’er-do-weel, if general report may be. 
believed,, although recent research has 
shown that he was not in reality so black 
as he has been painted. 

It was he who’had conceived the plan of 
getting up a spectacular opera—one that 
would attract the crowd and thus enable 
him to place some gulden in his sadly: de- 
pleted treasury... He set .to work on the 
text book, byt after it was al! outlined a 
rival director over across town, in the 
Leopoldstadt, 
hastily prepared and brought out a simil:‘y 
based on the .Schickaneder sub- 
ect 

The enterprising Menasitied was not to be 
outdone, however—he altered his plot, 
transformed the wicked magician who was 
to steal Pamina into. the beneficent priest 
Sarastro, and introduced many ‘scenes that 
had a certain Masonie significance, he him- 
‘self being a Freemason. For his. own rdéle 
he prepared a-character that would permit 
him to wear a costume of feathers—that was 
to be the sensation of the performence. 

As for the music, he turned naturally toa 
fellow Mason and: good friend of his. a man 
gifted with a fair talent. for composing ana 
who enjoyed a certain favor at the: hands 
of the public and. the court—one W. A. 


Mozart. ‘The composer at first demurred, but 


finally was: persuade to accept the task. | 
He set the book Schickaneder had prepared 
to music, the. opera was rehearsed, and 
mm § produced on the night of Sept. 30, 

The program, it is true, announced ‘the 
work as ‘‘A Grand Opera in ‘2 acts by 
Emanuel Schickaneder,”’ but in a paragraph 
underneath the cast, 1s ‘ft not stated that 
“The music is by Mr. Wolfgang Amade 
Mozart, Capellmeister and Imperial and 
Royal Chamber Composer,” and that ““ Mr. 
Mozart (sic) out: of respect for a gracious 
and esteemed public. and through friendship 
for the author of the work; will direct the 
orchestra What more of 
any composer desire? 

@€ apera brought a bit of t 
Schickaneder, but. could not to 
ultimate penury. As for the composer, 
Mozart, he died two months later, and was 
buried in the potter’s field. 


What would these two good brother Ma- 
sons and boon companions have said had 
they been told that over a cenitury from.that 
first night, ina theater situated ina city not 
then even dreamed of, their “‘ Zautberfiéte ”’ 
would be produced with a cast of singers 
whose salaries for that single performance 

would figure up at close upon $10,000, and 
that the audience present wotld have paid 
about $15,000 for the privilege of witnessing 
that performance? 

The genial Emanuel and. the easy-going | 
Wolfgang probably would have dubbed the 
teller a madman, and then gone off to some 
Bierhalle or to some summer garden and had 
a cup of wine, or several cups, as was their 
custom, together. AW that they both had 
earned in their entire lives would not figure 
up at anything like $15,000, and that a time 
would ever come when their “ Zauberflite ’’ 
would be cast with singers costing a fortune, 
and that any public would spend a still great- 
er fortune to hear it—abeurd! , 

And yet this is what became a fact here in 
Chicago last night. The Zauberfilite,’’ in 
its Italian translation and title, was revived 
after a silence of more than two decades of 
years, was cast in a manner entailing an ex- 
pense of nearly $10,000, and was listened to 
by an audience that crowded the Auditorium 
to the last available standing place, and that 
represented close on $15,000 at the-box office. 

It is true that the program announced the 
opera as “ Mozart's,” and said nothing about 
Schickaneder, but such are the revenges the 
whirligig of time brings in, and the facts 
are in nowise altered by this deed of the 
printers. 

It was a gala night, and it was a gala per- 
formance. There may have been: perform- 
ances wherein the music has been sung more 
nearly in the true Mozartian style than it 
was in several instances last evening, but it 
may safely be said that.a presentation more 
sumptuous in staging and more brilliant in 
cast than Mr. Grau and his company vffered 
last evening has not been youchsafed the 
**Magic Flute’’ during the 110 years that 
have elapsed since it- was written. 

The vast audience received the production 
with every evidence of genuine enjoyment 
and approval. At first an attempt was made 
to follow the plot, but soon the majority of 
those present reall that the work has a 
plot about as tangible as has a Christmas 
pantomime, which it resembles, and, there- 
fore, gave themselves up to the thorough 
pleasure the Mozart music affords.. 

- One witty critic has deciared. that such. 
music as Mozart wrote in the ‘‘Magic Flute”’ 
would fipat the ‘city: Girectory as.a_ text 
book,” and last night the inexhaustible. 
melodiousness, the exquisite fantasy, the 
clear,. pure beauty of that wonderful score 
again made themselves felt and made the 
evening one of 

The program contained the name of Mme. 
Eames as the artist who was to appear as 
Pamina, bet an additional slip announced 
that owing to ‘‘ sudden indisposition "’, she 
could not sing. and that Mme. Gadski would 
assume the role. The change made no ap- 
preciable difference in the worth of the per- 
formance, for Mme. ski made a Pamina 
beautiful to look upomand delightful to hear, 

The music lies well for her, and she sang it 
with admirable taste and understanding. 
Sticklers for Mozartean traditions might 
have been able to find some flaws ;in her 
phrasing and shading at times, but to the 
unbiased listener her work called for hearty 
commendation. Especially satisfactory was 
her delivery of the aria, ‘ Ah! lo So.”’ (“‘Ach, 
ich ftihl’s’’) in- silenee’ acene with 
Tamino.

| NEGRO SAVED FROM MOB, 


SHOT BY ANGRY CITIZEN. 


Militia Company Prevents. Lynching, 
but Infuriated North Carolinian 
Boards Train Bearing Prisoner. 


Edenton, N. C., April 3.—[{Special.]—James 
Early, a negro 18 years old, who was con- 
victed here today of assaulting Pearl Perry, 
a 16-year-old girl and sentenced to fifteen 
years in the penitentiary, narrowly escaped 
lynching as he was being hurried out of 
town, only to be shot aboard the train ay an 
enraged passenger. < 

Early has three wounds about the face and 
body, which, while serious, are not neces- 
sarily fatal. The prisoner was brought to 
Norfolk, Va., on a train running forty miles 
an hour and his wounds dressed, after which 
he was sent to Raleigh to begin serving his 
sentence. The assault was committed at 
Rylands, N. C., last Monday, and Early 
was captured near Suffolk, Va. He con- 
fessed. There were threats of lynching and 
the prisoner was brought to Norfolk.County 
jail for safe keeping. Yesterday he was 
taken to Edenton and today’ was convicted 
and sentenced. 

Threats of violence against the prisoner 
were made and Judge Jones ordered his re- 
moval to Hertford. The train had hardly 
left the town when it was attacked by a 
mob and the negro taken from the guards 
to the woods. The Edenton militia were 
notified and reached the scene just in time 
to prevent the prisoner from being lynched. 
Early was again put on the train, when a 
passenger drew a revolver and shot the 
negro. The passenger was arrested and 
sent back to Edenton. Early’s victim, Miss 
Perry, will recover.

a Says $100,000 Fund Is 


Raised to Tempt American 
League Stars. 


WHO PUT UP THE MONEY? 


Temple Declines Presidency and 
Committee of Three Will 
Govern Affairs. 


SCHEDULE READY TODAY. 


New York, April 3.—[Special.]—While the 
National league taseball magnates kept 
their mouths shut all day today, a story was 
put in circulation to the effect that a fund of 
$100,000 had: been raised and that agents 
had been sent out to sign the leading star | 
players of the American league, including 
Lajoie, Delehanty, Wolverton, Flick, Heid- 
rick, Wallace, Burkett, and others who 
jumped the National league last year. 

According to the yarn, the signing of Mc- 
Guire and Sheckard of the Brooklyns by the 
. American league was the real reason why . 
this move was resorted to. 

It was also said the money would be made 
up by a deduction of 5 per cent of the gate 
receipts of each club. In other words, there 
is to be wholesale contract jumping, the 
players to be made the main issue. The 
league already owes nearly $80,000 for redu- 
cing the circuit from twelve to eight clubs, so 
that the creation of this new fund, if the 
story turns out to be true, appears to be an- 
other burden. 

Horace Fogel, acting manager of the New 
York club, is said to have gone to Philadel- 
phia with $15,000 in his inside pocket to sign 
Lajoie. Just who gave this money to.Fogel 
nobody seemed to know. It is known that 
Hanlon of Brooklyn has been advocating 
some such move for several days, andrumor 
had it that he had followed Fogel in the cru- 
sade into the American league camp. 

There was much secret wrangling among 
the magnates all day. W. C. Temple, who 
was conditionally elected President on 
Wednesday, sent word to the magnates at 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel today that he could 
not accept the office. | 

As no other candidate could be agreed upon 
an Executive committee of three—Soden, 
Brush, and Hart—was chosen to conduct the 
| affairs of the league until next fall. The um- 
pire staff, consisting of Emslie, O’Day, Hen- 
derson, Cantillion, and Brown, was appoint- 
ed, and at 11 o’clock tonight it was announced 
a schedule had been adopted which would 
be made public tomorrow. | 

N. E. Young was elected secretary and 
treasurer, and will move his office to this 
city. The Spalding ball was adopted. The 
championship season will open on April 17, 
' with Philadelphia in New York, Boston in 
Brooklyn, Pittsburg in St. Louis, and Chi- 
cago in Cincinnati. |

RATIFIES TICKET NAMED. 


Chicago Club Is Awarded the Western 
Amateur Championship and On- 
 wentsia Gets the Women’s Tourna-~ 
‘ment Again—Suggestion to Increa 
Number of Qualifying Piayers Is 
Woted, but More Radical Changes 


_ Are Not Approved. 


Delegates from fourteen clubs were pres- 
ent at the annual meeting of the Western 
Golf association yesterday afternoon at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel. The ticket named by 
the Nominating committee was elected, the 
officials for the present year being as fol-

Treasurer Reid's report showed the asso- 
ciation to be in good financial condition, as 
even with the added expense of the open 
championship of last year there was a bal- 
ance on hand of $442. Alan L. Reid, on be- 
half of the Chicago Golf club, asked that !t 
be awarded the amateur championship, but 
requested if any other clubs had made bids 
for it they should be given consideration. 

On motion of Thomas Taylor Jr. of On- 
wentsia the tournament was awarded to the 
Chicago club, and the women’s champion- 
ship to Onwentsia club. As the date and de. 
tails of the tournaments are arranged by the 
Board of Directors the delegates could only 
make suggestions, and the discussions whica 
ensued were the most interesting portion of 
the meeting. 

Radical Change Suggested. 

As was expected, there was a suggestion to 
increase the number of qualifiers in the. 
amateur event, but few expected the radical 
departure proposed by Theodore Sheldon of 
the Chicago Golf culb, who submitted -the 
following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors of the 
Western If association for 1902 dispense with 
the qualifying round in the amateur champion- 
ship and s all contestants at match play. 

In support of this idea he pointed to the 
fact that the amateur championship of Great 
Britain was decided on these lines, and the 
system at present in vogue over here of hav- 
ing a qualifying round and then pitting the 
stronger players against the weaker was 
laughed at by the old country players. In 
this idea he was opposed by D. R. Forgan, 
who informed the delegates that the British 
amateur event was the only one of the big 
tournaments decided without a medal play 
round. The championship of the Royal and 
Ancient Golf clubs was preceded by a medal 
play round, and the open championship of 
Great Britain was decided entirely on medal 
play. Medal play, he argued, was haif the 
game of golf, necessitating at all times care- 
ful play, and the elimination of the medal! 
play round ‘would, in his opinion, detract 
from the interest in the tournament. 

Alan L.- Reid suggested a novel system 
of pairing to do away with the necessity of 
a qualifying round. He proposed to classify 
the contestants according to the handicaps 
allotted them by the W.G. A. Handicap com- 
mittee, putting the scratch players at the 
top. If there were four scratch players they 
would be numbered from one to four, the po- 
sitions being drawn for by lot. Other pley- 
ers with similar handicaps would be placed 
in the same way. When all the contestants 
had been numbered the plan recently adopt- 
ed by the United State Golf association would 
insure the stronger players being left in the 
finals. 


Handicappers Not Infallible. 


Mr. Forgan opposed this idea on the 
ground that the Handicapping committee 
was apt to make mistakes, whereas in the 
medal! play round the place obtained by the 
player was the result of his own efforts. E. 
Cc. Potter said he would be glad to give the 
new plan a trial. The motion was lost by a 
vote of 17 toT. 

Motions recommending that the final round 
be at thirty-six holes and the increase of 
the number of qualifiers to thirty-two were 
carried and there seems every reason to be- 
lieve the directors will make the latter 
change. A proposal to increase the number 
of qualifiers in the women’s event was also 
suggested, and this the directors will decide. 

They will also decide as to the giving of 
flight cups and the holding of an open cham- 
pionship. With a qualifying round and the 
extension of the qualifying round to thirty- 
two, it will take five days to run the amateur 
event, if the -final match is at thirty-six 
holes. This would leave only one day for 
the open event and the competition for the 
Marshall Field trophy. In view of this 
some of the delegates favor the holding of 
the open event either immediately before or 
after the week of the amateur event. 

The question of getting scorers for the 
qualifying round was discussed, and D. R. 
Forgan caused a laugh by stating that he 
was willing to trust any golfer he knew to

bounds. The birds were fast and hard to 
bring down. . 

Two Scratch Men Left. 

Great interest centefed in, the shooting of 
the three scratch (32 yard) men—Crosby, 
Elliott, and Gilbert. Crosby, who is shoot- 
ing in‘perfect form, grassed all of his birds 
with ease and used only one barrel on sev- 
eral of them.

MAYOR MAY LOSE. 
BIG COMMITTEE 


Caucus Talks of Giving Local 
Transportation Appoint- 
ments to Council. 


OLD DISPUTE RECALLED. 


ElectionCommissionersComplete 
Official Count in Eight 
of the Wards.

Whether the Committee on Local Trans- 
portation should be made a standing commit- 
tee of the Council, chosen by the Aldermen, 
instead of being selected by the Mayor, was 
the main topic of discussion yesterday at 
the caucus of the six Aldermen who are pick- 
ing out the various committees. 

“The argument was that last year the 
Mayor refused to name the committee until 
he had been instructed so to do by the Coun- 
cil, and it is thought he would show a similar 
disinclination to act this year. The easiest 
way out of it, both for the Aldermen and the 


Mayor, according to views expressed yester- 


day, was to have the Council name the com- 
mittee. 

While it was the opinion of the caucus that 
this should be done, no decisive action was 
taken, as the Aldermen wanted to talk the 
matter over-with the Mayor, as well as to 
secure his selections for the Committee on 
Track Elevation, which is to remain his ap- 
pointment as before. 

If the Council names the committee, Alder- 
man Bennett will remain as chairman and 
the committee’s present personnel will be 
retaingd save that the vacancies caused by 
the retirement of Aldermen Goldzier and 
Brennan will have to be filled. 


Talk of Other Chairmanships. 


The expectation is that the Mayor will 
name Alderman Jackson as chairman of 
the Committee on Track Elevation, he being 
the oldest member on that body.

PEOPLE’S PARTY IN NEW FORM. 


Louisville Convention Reappears Un- 
der Name of Allied People’s Party 
with New Money Plank. | 


Louisville, Ky., April 3.—Under the name 
of the Allied People’s part# of the United 
States, a new political ofganization was 
formed here today, composed of reform ele- 
ments opposéd to the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties. 

The platform of the new organization em- 
bodies the platform adopted at the confer- 
ence held in Kansas City last September, 
when a call for a convention was'‘issued to 
unite reform forces against plutocracy.”’ 
It reaffirms the spirits of the declafation of 
principles adopted at the national convention 
of the People’s party in St. Louis, Omaha. 
and the demand for the 
initiative and referendum jand the govern- 
ment ownership of all public utilities are its 

The plank on money favors scentific money 
based upon the entire wealth of the people 
of the nation and not redeemable in any 
specific commodity, but ta be legal tender 
for all debts, public and private, and to be 
issued by the government only and without 
the intervention of banks, sixfficient in quan- 


tity to meet the requirements of commerce. 


The convention was practically dominated 
by the People’s party. ; 

Under the plan of organization adopted the 
National committee of thé People’s party, 
with Jo A. Parker as chairman, will remain 
intact with the addition of three more mem- 
bers from Missouri, who will have one-half 
a vote apiece. This committee will have 
power to call a national convention, and its 
headquarters will be situated wherever the 
chairman desires except three months be- 
fore an election, when they will be in St. 
Louis. 

The National committee will be composed 
of three members from each State and Ter- 
ritory, and an Executive committee of seven 
will be selected from the country at large 
every four years at a national convention. 

The basis #f representaiion will be five 
delegates at large from every State and 


.Territory and one additional delegate for 


every 1,000 voters, based om the voteat the 
preceding national election,

D. G. HAMILTON TALKS OF MU- 


NICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


President of Chicago City Railway 


Company Declares Change in Op- 
eration of Systems Would Be a Pub- 
lic Calamity—Mayor Harrison Reit- 
erates His Demand for Legislation 
at Springfield—Union Traction Men 
Deny Corporation Will Seek Terms. 


‘ 

“4 Municipal ownership of the street rail- 
way systems is impracticable . and their 
operation by the municipality I would re- 
gard as a public calamity. Municipal own- 
ership and operation of traction lines would 
make the Mayor of the city an uncrowned 


Czar.”’ 

President D. G. Hamilton of the Chicago 
City railway company thus expressed his 
opinion of municipal ownership yesterday. 
His position, frankly stated, is expected to 
further involve hopes of any immediate s80- 
lution of the franchise extension problem. 
Mayor Harrison stands firmly opposed to 
Mr. Hamilton's ideas and sticks to his as- 
sertion that until municipal ownership legis- 
lation has been enacted by the State Legis- 
lature for Chicago’s benefit he will veto any 
franchise extension ordinance that may be 
passed. 

More trouble appeared on the traction hort- 
zon during the day. Big men in the Union 
Traction company took back their recent 
promises that this system would soon seek 
terms at the city’s hands. They claim that 
the corporation will stand en the ninety- 
nine year act and seek no extension. Their 
statements served to strengtheh Union Trac- 
tion stocks in the local market, the common 
stock during the day ranging three-eighths 
over Wednesday's prices. 


Denounces Municipal Ownership. 


President Hamilton took vigorous issue 
with the Mayor’s municipal ownership ideas. 


He said fin part: 


** Municipal ownership would not give the 
near as good service as 
any one knows that fs bad 


people anywher 
they get now, an 


enough. Suppose the roads were run by the 


city. Do the people want ward heelers and 
out-of-work saloonkeepers for conductors 
and. motormen? There are 
street railway employés in Chicago. With 
municipal ownership, if I were a young man 
and Mayor of the city, I could reélect my- 
self as often asl wished. The people couldn't 
help themselves, No, sir; municipal owner- 
ship is impracticable.’’ 


Mayor Would Have Legislation. 

The Mayor insists he will veto all ordl- 
nances until the State Legislature, which 
meets next winter, can pass municipal own- 
ership legislation. 

“It is not necessary that the city should 
start right in on municipal ownership,” said 
he, “‘ but it is necessary that the foundation 
to this end should be laid. A franchise in ad- 
vance of an enabling act would mean that 
such legislation would not. be secured for 
another twenty years. Then this ninety-nine- 


» year act is a bar to municipal ownership, for 


‘you can’t tell what it means until the courts 
have passed on it. By giving short-term ex- 
tensions on conditions that the companies 
waive reliance on this act it might be possi- 
ble to sweep this bar away. But we must 
have municipal ownership foundation first.”’

Corporation Counsel Walker will file 200

THE VICIOUS SHIP SUBSIDY BILL. 

The Senate passed the ship subsidy bili 
two and a half weeks ago, Lawyers and 
business-men have examined it more close- 
ly than they did while it was open to 
changes and. additions. This closer ex- 
amination has gained no:supporters for 
the bill. None who has studied jit looks 
upon it with favor. All see in it a dan- 
gerous measure—more dangerous by reason 
of. additions made to it at the last moment 
than was the bill when originally intro- 
duced. 

The lawyers are paying critical atten- 
tion to the suspicious amendment offered 
by Senator. Hanna and adopted just be- 
fore the vote was taken on the passage of 
the bill. This amendment provides that— 


Nothing contained in this act, or in any other 
act of Congress, shall be construed to prevent 
any citizen or corporation of the United States or 
of any State from contracting for, acquiring, nold- 
ing, Or operating any interest in one or more 
steamship lines engaged in foreign commerce. 


This amendment, against which Senators 


adopted without debate. Its author, Sena- 
tor Hanna, did not state its object. Many 
good lawyers believe the object is to make 
certain provisions of the Sherman anti-trust 
law inapplicable to ocean steamship lines 
which may hereafter be acquired by Amer- 
ican citizens or corporations. Unquestion- 
ably if the ship subsidy bill were to become 
a law the ‘great: railroads would utilize :t 
tv continue their lines across the water 
and pool the earnings on their export busi- 
ness. ‘hat business, according to the In- 
terstate Commerce commission, is 80 per 
cent of the total seaboard business. The 
matter of export rates is one which the 
commission is now looking into. The rail- 
roads do not wish it to be looked into. If 
Senator Hanna’s amendment were the Jaw 
they would contend that it exempted them 
so far as export business was concerned 
from the operation of the Interstate Com- 
merce act as well as the anti-trust law. 

This amendment is dangerous ‘and au- 
dacidbus. It was not discussed in the Sen- 
ate. It will be discussed at great length 
before the people if the House shall pass 
this bill or shall adjourn without taking 
any action concerning it.

One great object of this subsidy bill is 
to subsidize certain swift ocean steamers 


are used chiefly for pleasure travel: Even 
as passenger boats those which are to be 
subsidized are not the best of their class. 
They are outstripped by the steamers of the 
Cunard, White Star, and two Gernian lines. 
The ship subsidy bill is entitled, “ An act to 
promote commerce.” It is difficult to see 
how commerce will be promoted by the 
subsidizing of a passenger vessel. Tae 
American line is to be subsidized not be- 
cause the owners have done or propose to 
do anything to deserve a subsidy but be- 
‘cause they want a subsidy. and they have 
the nerve to lobby for it day: in and day 
out. As for promoting American commerce, 
that is “‘all in their eye.’? They are aim- 
ing to promote their own private fortunes at 
public expense.

The Cap- 
tains were aware of this. They concluded, 
therefore, that they would divert Mr.- Je- 
rome’s attack from themselves to their pa- 
trolmen. ‘They had been in the habit of di- 


violations of the Sunday closing clauses of 
the Raines law, if any.

It was understood 
that the patrolmen were not to report. 
Consequently they never did. Mr. Je- 
rome’s announcement resulted. in a change 
of method.

Instead, they 
found eighteen. As one of them said, “ We 
simply had to do it to protect. ourselves.” 
This may not be an altruistic motive. It 
smacks somewhat of ‘utilitariariism. It 
does not make much difference, however, 
whether the patrolmen made their arrests 
out of a fastidious horror of lawbreaking 
or out of an ignoble regard for their own 
skins. The point is that the Captains are 
now between the patrolmen; who may be 
regarded as the deep sea, and Mr. Jerome, 
who may be said to be the devil.

LETTER.OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

HE new Ear! Temple, through his suc- 
cession to his father’s peerage, ac- 
quires a’t{tle which is valid and au- 
thentic. The one which he has borne. 
until now—namely: that of Lord Lang- 

ton—was not’ only open to serious question, 
but had no raison d’étre. 

According to English usage, sanctioned 
by the crown, the eldest sons of Dukes, 
Marquesses, and Earls adopt during the life 
of their fatHéers one of the latter’s secondary 
and minor titles. Thus, the eldest son of 
the Duke of Richmond takes the title of 
the Earl of March, the eldest son of the 
Marquis of Salisbury that of Lord Cran- 
borne, and‘the eldést son of the Earl of 
Rosebery that of Lord Dalmeney. These 
titles borne by the eldest sons of peers are 
merely accorded to them by courtesy, and not 
by law. In the eyes of the latter they are 
merely commoners, and whenever their 
names figure in the Official Gazette in any 
state paper or legal document they are in- 
variably described as, for instance, “James 
Cecil, commonly called Viscount Cran- 
borne.’’ ¢ a 

The late Lord Temple had no minor title, 
and only a single peerage—that ts to say, his 
Temple earldom. So his eldest son, without 
a shadow of right, merely prefixed the word 
‘*Lord” to his family name, and coolly 
styled himself ‘‘ Lord Langton,” a dignity 
which has never existed, and which was not 
accorded to him by those old-fashioned peo- 
ple who'still adhere to the laws of tradition, 
precedent, and etiquette. , 

Lord Temple’s earldom comes to him in 
rather a peculiar manner. It was during 
the reign of King George IV. that. the latter, 
wishing to confer a special mark of favor 
upon his pet crony and chum, the first Duke 
of Buckingham, granted him the earldom of 
Temple, with the stipulation that it should 
be inherited, in default of male issue, by 
the Duke’s favorite granddaughter, Lady 
Ann Grenville.. Lady Ann married a Mr. 
Gore Langton, and died before her brother, 
the third and last Duke of Buckingham. 
Consequently, on his demise, her eldest son, 
Mr. Gore Langton, succeeded as his, moth- 
er’s heir to the earldom of Temple. Cu- 
riously enough, the now widowed Lady Tem- 
ple is a sister of the widowed Duchess of 
Buckingham. 
| 

The late Lord Temple inherited nothing 
but the earldom at the time of the death 
of his uncle, the Duke of Buckingham. 
For, whatever the late Duke possessed in 
the shape of property, including Stowe 
Palace, in Buckinghamshire, passed to. his 
eldest daughter—until then known as Lady 
Mary ~Grenville—along with the Barony of 
Kinloss. Lady Kinloss is, therefore, a peer- 
ess in her own right—that is to say, a peeress 
of Scotland. She married Major Morgan, 
who assumed her name of Grenville, and 
who died two or three years ago, and on her 
demise her eldest son, now a boy of 17, will 
become Lord Kinloss and the master of 
Stowe Palace, which was occupied for so 
many years by the late Count of Paris. In 
fact, as Lord Kinloss he will be the principal 
representative of that family of which the 
late Duke of Buckingham and Chandos was 


the chief. 


The dukedom of Buckingham and Chandos 
is otherwise extinct, which is, on the whole, 
fortunate, For it was during the lifetime of 
the last Duke one of the most impoverished 
of English peerages. This was attributable 
tc the insane extravagance of the second 
Duke, that is to say, of the grandfather of 
Lady Kinloss and of the late Earl Temple.

Why Bill’s Advocates Are Alarmed. . 
Commenting upon its Washington dispatch 

the Herald says editorially: | 
The subsidy bill passed by the Senate 
has aroused such indignation, particularly 
in the West and South, as alarms the gen- 
tlemen in charge of that ingenious scheme 
for giving the people’s money to a few 
favored contributors to Republican cam- 
paign funds. | 
They fear that the enactment of the bill 
would have a disastrous effect in the ap-. 
proaching Congressional ¢lections—all the 
more so as broad-minded Republicans-every- 
where. are already disgusted with the treat- 
ment of Cuba and with the efforts of the 
party leaders to thwart the popular and 
patriotic demand for the construction of the 
Nicaragua Cana!. 
Interviews with Representatives from 
every part of the country; given in. the 
Herald’s Washington dispatches this morn- 
ing, indicate that the subsidy bill cannot 
pass the House at this session. Its spon- 
or, however, will try. to secure a favorable 
report from the committee, and thereby en- 
courage its beneficiaries to open their purse 
strings freely in the hope that it will be 
The attitude of the agricultural popu'a- 
tions toward this scheme is encouraging ev!- 
dence that they are no longer to be easily 
bamboozléd. They have been told Messrs. 
Hanna, Frye, and Grosvenor that subsidies 


to shipping would give them cheaper ocean 


transportation for their products, and hence 
increased prices. But the farmer is able to 
estimate that sort of ‘‘guff” at its true 
value, because he is just now receiving an 
object lesson. 

When the Dingley bill was passed, enabling 
favored interests to tax the people for their 
own personal gain, the farmer was assured 
that he, too, was to profit by it—wagnt 
there “ protection” for his wheat in the 
tariff of 25 cents a bushel? He has dis- 
covered that the price of his wheat ts fixed 
by the world’s demand, while he is com- 
pelled to pay the protected manufacturers 
higher prices than are paid. by European 
consumers for articles made in the same 
American factories. _ 

The people thoroughly understand that the 
bulk of the money which would be paid 
out of. the Treasury under the subsidy bill 
would go to existing lines having the largest 
and fastest. steamships, and would merely 
increase their already high compensation. 
Legislation for taking money from the 
masses and giving it to a few—whether in 
the guise of excessive “‘ protection ”’ or by di- 
rect bounhties—will no longer be tolerated. 
While the sums to be paid out the first year 
under this bill would not be oppressive to 
this rich country, the bounty system is 
vicious and grows by what it feeds upon. 
Look at. the proportions that the “infant 
industriés have as red under. high pro- 
tection, @nd judge the~ possibilities that 
lie in the bountysystem. 

As to the pretended stimulus to American 
shipbuilding, it is known to everybody that 
this never was so active, having started the 
year with about 400,000 tons of vessels 
under contract. Sir Christopher Furness, 
head of the great British shipping firm, after 
his recent protracted tour of our coasts, an- 
nounced that he had decided.to become in- 
terested in a new shipbuilding plant in this 
country. Like every intelligent student of 
the situation, he perceived that with. the 
cheapest coal and steel in unlimited supply 
‘the United States has the advantage of all 
rivals; and, moreover, Sir Christopher, part 
proprietor of five shipbuilding yards in Eng- 
land, asserts that even the labor is cheaper 
here, because the men work 20 per. cent 
longer hours. 

It is significant that the most ardent ad- 
vocates in Washington of the subsidy scheme 
are also the most conspicuous opponents of 
the Nicaraguan Canal, the construction of 
which would enormously benefit our trade 
and give real and unmistakable stimulus to 
American commerce. For many years the 
railway interests have.balked and thwarted 
the popular demand for this great: under- 
taking. -When it is ‘remembered that our 
railway capitalists are heavy investors in 
existing steamship lines and that there is 
now a closer alliance than ever before be-. 
tween transcontinental and transatlantic in- 
terests, a curious question occurs as to 
whether it is a mere coincidence that the 
same persons are found bottling up the pro- 
posed competing water route between the 
two coasts and simultaneously endeavoring 
to enrich the Atlantic carriers at the public 
expense. | 


CUTTER SERVICE NOW GRADED. 


House Passes Senate Bill Fixing Rank 
of Revenue Officers and Provid- . 
ing Pensions, 


Washington, D. C.; April 3.—The Senate 
bill to promote the efficiency of the revenue 
cutter service passed the House today by a 
vote of 135 to 49. The opponents of the 
measure fought it to the last. At the end 
they attempted to filibuster, but were swept 
aside by the overwhelming majority in favor 
of the ‘measure. 

The bill gives the commanding officers of 
the revenue service, relative rank as fol- 
lows: Captains with Majors in the army and 
Lieutenant Commanders in the navy; First 
Lieutenants. with Captains in the army and 


with First Lieutenants in the army and 
Lieutenants (junior grade) in the navy; and 
Third Lieutenants with Second Lieutenants 
in the army and ensignsinthenavy. It gives 
the officers of the service longevity pay 
equivalent to the corresponding rank-in the 
army, and provides for their retirement with 
three-fourths pay for disability or upon 
reaching the age limitofG4years.

This information carries with it a valuable 
Suggestion to the farmers—namely: that 
seed should be changed oftener. The fol- 
lowing are the answers to this week’s ques- 
tions: Percentage of improvement since last 
report, 12 1-7 per cent; percentage will be 
plowed up, 8 per cent; percentage of fields 
that show even stand, 71 per cent: increased 
acreage over last year, 17% per cent.” 
“Reports on the growing winter wheat 
crop,’’ says the Northwestern Miller, “ in. 
dicate an improvement after seasonable 
weather and warm rains. Many fields in the 
Southeast, which a few weeks ago it was 
thought necessary to plow up, are beginning 
to show signs of life and promise of an 
average yield.
